Thirty-seven Sierra Madreans make up the well- 
known Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Dept, with 
seven more on the books as retired. 

Those retired personnel with lifetime member 
status include Retired Chiefs Charles Brown and 
Len Hall; Retired Captain Joseph Grippi; Retired 
Assistant Chief Jim Tyler and Retired Fireman 


(Part of the research for the following story 
was compiled by Elaine Marfoglia and Gertrude 
Gerke for the Sierra Madre News. Ed.) 

The Sierra Madre Police Dept, began in 1907 
with one room and $5 worth of furniture that 
included a roll-top desk. C.P. Caley was the 
first city marshal and ruled from the office in 
Kersting Court. 

The portable steel jail in the backroom was a 
far cry from the present authorized strength of 
five vehicles and 18 full-time members plus the 
10 reserve officers. 

Population of Sierra Madre then was 30(X), 
and now over 10,000 people live in the foot¬ 
hill town that was actually started in 1881. 

Seventy-seven years ago the police department 
consisted of a Studebaker touring car and two 
men, a day officer and a night man — the

old “watch and ward” system. The night man 
worked from 8 p.m. to 5 p.m. When he was 
out of the office, a red light would be acti¬ 
vated on the street, indicating a call for service. 
That call light was located at Baldwin and Central 
(now Sierra Madre Blvd.) and was activated by 
the telephone company operator. 

In 1926 the title of city marshal was changed 
to chief of police and Arthur M. Udell was 
appointed the first chief. Two years later the 
new city hall was constructed, and the police 
department acquired its own office and a two¬ 
cell jail. 

The present police facility was completed in 
May of 1976. 

Marching backward in time once more, in the 
Dec. 11, 1941 issue of the News, police announced 
plans for city protection as more men were added

SMART transport available 


All Sierra Madreans — no matter what age 
or sex — will have available to them on Monday, 
Dec. 12, a new transportation service called 
SMART, the acronym for “Sierra Madre’s Aug¬ 
mented & Restricted Transportation.” 

Three cab companies — Duarte Cab Service, 
San Gabriel Cab Service and Yellow Cab Service — 
will be available on call to transport Sierra 
Madreans all over town, with payment from one¬ 
way trip vouchers costing 50 cents each. Vouchers can 
be purchased, either singly or in books of 10 
for S5, at City Hall between the hours of 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. The taxi services will not have 
vouchers for sale. 

Those who are unable to get to City Hall 
should send a check for the amount of the 
number of vouchers wanted with a self-addressed 
envelope in which City Hall employees will return 
the vouchers. 

Hours of service are Monday-Friday, 8 a.m. 
to 6 p.m.; Saturdays, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., with no 
service available Sundays. 

Jean Lonborg, president of Sierra Madre Com¬ 
mission on Aging, Inc., explains that these service 
hours could change later as necessity directs. The 
commission has been working for nearly a year 


to make this sort of service available through 
Proposition A funds, and Judy Webb, director 
of transportation within the group, is directly 
responsible for research and developing the prog¬ 
ram. 

Anyone using SMART may call any of the 
companies for the service. Their numbers are as 
follows: Duarte Cab Service at 358-7163, San 
Gabriel Cab Service at 285-1141 or Yellow Cab 
Service at 7%-28l5. 

The prospecive rider is instructed to give the 
dispatcher the name, address, call back phone 
number, destination, and if pickup return is re¬ 
quested or if inter-connect with Arcadia Dial-A- 
Ride service is desired. 

It is possible for riders to connect with the 
Dial-a-Ride service in Arcadia, and a tran$pK>rt 
outside the city limits will be provided for Southern 
California Rapid Transit District bus service at 
Michillinda and Colorado Boulevards.

Morales files suit

Kim Fcllncr, information director of Screen 
Actors Guild, told the News Monday, “The real 
issue is that our members are supporters of public 
television. They’ll do anything for PBS.” 

She explains that the pay scale is lower — 
roughly $50 a day — for nonprofit ventures than 
for commercial Films. 

“The big issue, though, is that most of the 
members of the calibre in ‘Testament’ don’t work 
for scale. If they’d known the flim was going to 
be for a theatrical venture instead of for PBS, 
they never would have gone scale. They were, 
in fact, taken in. They hold PBS dear to their 
hearts and consider it an opportunity to do art 
instead of commercial. They are more inclined to 
say ‘yes’ to PBS. In essence, they did that and 
that’s the problem,” she continued. 

The News asked Fellmer if she, as a rep¬ 
resentative of Sag, believes that LDL started 
the film as a nonprofit venture then sold the 
Film to a commercial company on purpose. 

“We certainly want to give them the benefit 
of the doubt. However, there’s a growing sense — 
a gut feeling— that there was some premeditation. 
It was not accidental or spontaneous,” she told 
the News. 

What happens now? 

Fellmer said, “ iney must make up the money. 
They must go back and negotiate with actors on 
their salary that appropriately reflects the kind of 
money usually received for doing theatrical. They 
can’t go back to the stars and say ‘We’ll give 
you scale.’ They have to make an offer that 
reflects the usual or average work in the market¬ 
place."” 

Is that process underway now? 

“There has been some negotiation in that 
process,” she answered. “ 

What kind of arrangements will be made with 


the lead stars? 

“That is up to the stars and their agents. 
We might never know.” 

Has this type of switch happened before? 

“I don’t know of another example. I’ve 
been at the Guild (SAG) for AVi years and can’t 
recall anything like this. ’ ’ 

Fellmer stressed friendly feelings toward the 
people of Sierra Madre. “I’m sure the people in 
Sierra Madre worked in the film for pleasure, 
for the lark and for the experience,” she concluded. 

Most Sierra Madreans interviewed by the News 
feel this lawsuit has nothing to do with the town 
even though Morales insists he is Filing suit for 
the town of Sierra Madre “so this type of thing 
will not happen here again.” 

Morales explains his lawsuit: “We are asking 
the court to create a fund to compensate all volun¬ 
teers in Sierra Madre. I’m trying to set up a pre¬ 
cedence for Film companies not to take advan¬ 
tage of the town another time.” 

What will he do with the $1 'A million? 

“We will distribute the money — pay the 
volunteers.” 

How?

“That’s why we’re asking the court to set up a 
fund. And that’s why I’m going after Paramount. 
They have the rights for the sale of tickets. We 

can’t go after the receipts until we go after 
Paramount.” 

He concluded, “It’s not the publicity we’re 
after and it’s not the money. What happened here 
is the beginning of a confrontation — misuse of 
volunteers against the actors. We want to do a 
good service to the community.” 

Morales was to appear Wednesday at 8 p.m., 
Channel 11, on “Entertainment Tonight.”

Our Sierra Madre 
legal counsel maintains 
no such loophole exists, 
but Group W, instead 
of sitting down to dis¬ 
cuss the matter, has simp¬ 
ly forged ahead, includ¬ 
ing, now, threatening 
notices to subscribers on 
their December billings. 

The franchise ordin¬ 
ance calls for an annual 
report by Group W to 
the City of “complaints 
received and handled,” 
to be submitted “no later 
than April 15 of each 
year.” Group W sub¬ 
mitted this report on 
November 8 , almost 7 
months past the specified 
deadline. 

It would be interesting 
to see what their reaction 
would be to a postpone¬ 
ment by the City of 7 
months on the deadline 
(January 13) for renego¬ 
tiation of their service 
charges. 

The report submitted 
lists “service calls,” 
rather than “complaints.” 
These may or may not 
be the same. Even so, 
the service call ratio is 
2 . 4 ^ 0 , compared to an 
industry average of be¬ 
tween 1 and ‘/ 2 V 0 . Mr. 
Merritt states that this 
is “rather closely in line 
with cable TV industry 
standards.” Percentage¬ 
wise, however, it rep¬ 
resents a call ratio of 
TAO^q to 500<^^o higher 
than the industry average. 
Perhaps, for Group W, 
this seems “closely in 
line.” 

It would also be in¬ 
teresting if every sub¬ 
scriber would call the 
Group W Service num¬ 
ber (574-7333) every time 
they get poor reception 
on any of the 23 to 27 
channels for which they 
are paying. Unfor¬ 
tunately, whenever we 
try, the line is always 
tied up with all the other 
complaint calls.
